BAX FRANCISCO, Aug 1.—Two matters In 


particular have engrossed the attention of 
tho public diiring the past-week—the In- 
vestigation of Central Pacific affairs by 
the Pacific Eailroads Commission and the 
•wheat deal, which has reached a most re- 
markable position, showing vast qualities 
of endurance by both tho longs, who are 
just now on top, and the shorts, who are 
daily expecting a collapse of tho clique. 
The Pacific Railroads Commission has as 
yot taken few tricks and no honors In in- 
vestigation of Central Pacific affairs in 
their relations

the 
Government. 


Instead of resulting in a profit to the 
Government it i-, likely to relieve the 
Government of some of its troublesome 
surplus, according to the showing made 
by 
Senator 
[Stanford, 
president of 


tho Central Pacific railroad. In the course 
of his examination he submitted a detailed 
statement, which showed that the Govern- 
ment wus Indebted to the Central Pacific 
to the oxtmt o£ nearly $83,000,000. Mr. 
(Stanford is a man evidently not easily ex- 
cited or overawed. To questions whether 
tbeir officers or agonts had paid 
any 


money or valuable consideration, or done 
any thing for tho purpose o£ influencing 
legislation, Mr. Stanford quietly but firm- 
ly replied that it was a matter which did 
not concern the Government, and, there- 
fore, not its business. 


"Do yon moan to answer th«t 'vith re- 


gard to legislation," asked Mr. Pattison, 
chairman of the commission. 


"That is my answer," quietly observed 


the Senator, and nothing more was said 
on tho subject. Tho whole matter of the 
Investigation is looked upon by thinking 
men as one of tho hugest farces ever pro- 
duced, nnd it is tho general opinion that it 
•will result in nothing of material bonofltto 
tho dear people. 


Tt seems absolutely absurd to suppose 


that if there was any crookedness any- 
where it could bo brought to light by tho 
moans adopted. With tho long notice the 
railroads had of tho proposed investiga- 
tion, and tho largo force of men at their 
command, if fraud existed it would be an 
easy thing for tho railroads to arrange 
matters so that it would bo impossible to 
discover it. Again, how could a force of a 
score or more of accountants possibly ex- 
omino thoroughly in a few weeks the ac- 
counts kept for u score of years by hun- 
dreds of cU'rks. 


It is a curious fact that two possible can- 


didates for tho presidency of the United 
States have confronted ono another in this 
investigation here—Iceland Stanford, of 
California, President of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad, and Robert K. Pattison, of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of tho United 
States Pacific Railroads Commission. Pat- 
tison, who was elected (Jovornor of Penn- 
sylvania on tliu Democratic ticket live 
years ago, is said to bo now in active 
training for n presidential nomination, and 
Stanford is also being talked about every- 
where in tho same connection. Is is gen- 
erally conceded that it Pnttison can so 
contrive his questions during tho investi- 
gation us to daimw or apparently damage 
Stanford, ho will do his party a service for 
which ho will be entitled to some reward. 
Hence tho investigation has considerable 
interest aside from tbo more facts elicited 
in tho course of it.

The latest statistical reports 
from 


Yokohama show that the trans-Pacific tea 
trade is gradually growing in volume, and 
that it now exceeds by many millions of 
pounds the shipments made to New York 
through the Suez canal. Tho total amount 
of tea transported during the present sea- 
son is 18,500,000 pounds, an increase over 
the corresponding period of last year of 
1,800,000 pounds. Of this large total only 
4,450,000 pounds reached the United States 
and Canada by tho Suez canal. 
The 


Canadian Pacific's opposition is bringing 
tea freights down. The Oceanic's cargo 
was taken at 2 cents; and that of the Rio 
do Janeiro at 1 3-4 cents, while for the 
Canadian Pacific steamer Port Augusta, 
which arrived at Vancouever on the 24th 
instant, the rate was 11-2 cents. 
"" Mr. A. D. Charleton, general Western 
passenger agent of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, confirms the statement that the 
Northern Pacific will open, shortly, an in- 
dependent office in this city. It would 
surpiiso no one should the Northern Pa- 
cific, iu the event of failure on the part of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company to 
grant them tho exclusive use of one of 
thoir steamers between hero and Tacoma, 
follow the example of the Canadian Pa- 
cific and purchase a line of steamera to 
run from this port and connect with their 
line at Tacoma. 


Various railroads, whose lines connect 


with El Paso, are reaching out for Ameri- 
can freight tralllc with Mexico, and lively 
results may be expected. It seems now 
almost a settled fact that the Oregon Pa- 
cific railroad, built a couple of years ago 
from Yaquina to Albany, aud which it now 
being pushed eastward, has behind it no 
other than the Chicago & Northwestern 
people. Railroad men, wb* are supposed 
to know something more about it than 
mere surface talk, insist that the Chicago 
& Northwestern has from the start been 
behind the Oregon Pacific. 


"Tho Oregon Pacific is being pushed 


east to Boise just as fast as money and 
men can do it," said a prominent railroad 
man yesterday. "They are going to con- 
tinue it till they reach the end of their 
road at Fort Fetterman, Wyo., and they 
will have a trans-continental road almost 
before any body knows it. I think they in- 
tend to make their terminal improvements 
at Portland, or push at once to Son Fran- 
cisco and have them here." 


A striking exemplification of evils result- 


ing from tho refusal of the United States 
Government to grant subsidies to steam- 
ship companies for carrying mail matter, 
occurred horo Friday. Through some mis- 
hap tho overland train, carrying Eastern 
mail for thy Hawaiian Kiugdom and 
Australia, was delayed and arrived here 
just too late to catch the outgoing steamer 
Mariposa, bound lor Honolulu and Sidney. 
No effort was made to make the connection, 
as J. D. Spreckles & Bros., agents of the 
steamer, stated tliat the contracts are 
with the colonial government, and as all 
English mail to go by this steamer was in 
the city in ample time, there was nothing 
to delay the steamer, for, had a contract 
existed with the American C4overnmeiit, 
tho mail would have been pushed through. 
This could not have occurred at a more un- 
fortunate time, as there was no doubt a 
larger 
amount of important business 


communications and ollieinl correspond- 
ence from Washington en route than usual, 
owing to the existing complications in 
Hawaii. 


Late dispatches from F.ritish Columbia 


state that news from the northern salmon 
fisheries is encoura^iim. The Skeena river 
pack will be the heaviest known. Fifty- 
two thousand cases tiro already packed. 
The Alert bay puck is good. 


Ueports from Astoria, Ore., state that 


this season there is a shortage between 
75,000 to $0,000 cases. The pack this year 
13 estimated at I!6H,000 aud possibly 400,000. 
Last season a number of vessels wero 
loaded with salmon. Only one has re- 
ceived a cargo so far this season.

WASHINGTON, Aug. J.—The Signal Office 


weather-crop bulletin for tho week ending 
July 30 says: "The weather has been 
wa"rmer than usual from southern New En- 
gland and the middle Atlantic States 
westward to tho Rocky mountains, the 
average daily excess being about three de- 
grees. It-was slightly cooler than usual 
in the eastern portion of the cotton region, 
and from Dakota •westward to the Pacific 
coast. During tlie mouth of July the av- 
erage daily temperature was about three 
degrees above the normal throughout the 
northern States, and it was from two to 
three degrees cooler than usual in the Gulf 
States. 
During 
the 
period 
from 


January 1 to July 30 the season has 
been warmer than usual in the agricultural 
districts east of the Rocky mountains, ex- 
cept in the South Atlantic States, North- 
ern New England nnd near Lake Superior. 
In the last-named district the daily tem- 
perature averages from two to four de- 
grees below the normal.- 
During the week there has been an ex- 


cess of rainfall in tho States bordering on 
the Atlantic and in the East Gulf States, 
Minnesota, Dakota and Northern Nebraska. 
These excessive rains have been accom- 
panied by severe local storms, resulting 
in injury to growing crops 
and 
re- 


tarding harvest. In the central valley 
and lake region lesn than tho usual amount 
of rain occurred, Mid the drought con 
tinues in the corn belt extending from 
Ohio westward to Iowa and Kansas. Dur- 
ing the month of July the rainfall W.T* gen- 
erally in excess in the States on the At- 
lantic coast and throughout tho mttmi 
bolt in the extreme Northwest nml por- 
tions of the Upper Lake region; in all oth- 
er sections there has been less thnu the 
usual amount of rain dnrinp; the month, 
and probably less than oiie-huU the usual 
amount throughout tho corn belt. Tin 
large seasonal deficiency in tlie cotton n>- 
gion east of tbo Mississippi hns 
been 


greatly reduced during tlie month, n hile 
the seasonal deficiency in the Central Mis- 
sissippi valley has been increased. 


Reports for the week show that tlio 


weather has been unfavorable for the 
staple crops in man> sections. Hxcessivo 
rains and severe local stin-ms bnvo prob- 
ably resulted in injury trj Hiorotl™ crops 
from Alabama east n ard. Imt IVnm Missi',. 
sippi westward, and in Nortli Caliloniin, 
the weather was reported us favorable lot- 
the crop. Excessive hent and the absence 
of rain throughout the corn belt bus all'eet- 
ed this crop unfavorably, and reports 
from Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and thence 
westward to Kansas, indicate that the 
drought has unfavorably affected the t-oi n 
and potato crops. 


In the Middle Atlantic and Now England 


States the weather has been favorable to 
corn, but excessive rains have injured liav 
and oats. 


In Minuosota, Dakota and Nebraska the 


weather has been generally favorable to 
all crops, anil harvesting is in progress us 
far north as the forty-seventh parallel.

LIFE AT LAKE BLUFF. 


An Interesting Letter From Mr. 


J. B. Gorin. 


LAKE BLUFF, ILL,., July .'S, 1837. 


EDITORS KF.PU ULIC.V>-. — Thinking perhaps 


the folks at home would like to hear from one 
who is breathing the pure air of this beautiful 
retreat, I write you the very first thing I do af- 
ter getting fairly domiciled in the Hotel Irving, 
that is before'our trunks have arrived. We, 
that is my wife and daughter and grand daugh- 
ter, Irene Armstrong, aud myself, left the depot 
at Decatur at exactly it :25 a. in. yesterday. The 
thermometer standing at 100 or higher, and 
never for a moment was it under that during 
the entire day. We thought towards two o'clock 
p. m. that it was 200 or more. I never suffered 
so much witli the heat in traveling or anywhere 
else in my life, and this for eight long houis. 
Well, the end of the route came at 0:30precisely, 
but the heat persisted in holding on In its inten- 
sity until about 11 o'clock at night. We expect- 
ed to get here last night but there was no train 
till the morning at 8 o'clock. 
We drove 


from the Wobash depot at once to the North 
Western depot, thinking a train left at 730. 1 
forgot before leaving home to notily tlie man- 
agers of the Chicago & North Western road that 
I was coming. So we had to make the best of 
the situation aud put up at n little hotel just op- 
posite the depot. Our room was fronting on 
the street, the theremometer up to 1)8 when 
we went to bed, and the noUo iu the street up to 
midnight was not calculated to induce sleep in 
the-least. The street cars, omnibuses, railroad 
whistles, boat whistles and a thousand other 
noises made the night hideous, but toward 
midnight there was a cessation o£ hostilities 
aud the atuiosphcre became cooler and with it 
rest for our weary bodies, and from then till 
morning I slept soundly aud arose iu the morn- 
ing greatly rei resiled, took the train at 8 o'clock 
and arrived here at a o'clock. The distance is 
28 miles. Beautiful .suburban towns every few 
miles, the train stopping at each of them, eleven 
including this place. Among Hie. noted places 
on the way are Ilosewood and Calvery ceme- 
teries. On tlie train and just behind me were 
two men who were engaged iu conversation and 
kept it up until we arrived at this point. I 
soon learned that one ol Ihein was from the 
south, Montgomery, Ala. In icfeiTlug to the 
Kite unpleasantness he said the southern people 
Ihought before the war commenced that one 
southern man could whip at least half a do7eu 
Yankees, but that they soon found out their 
mistake. He spoke ol some judge that was a 
great secessionist who made a speech before tin; 
war in the northern portion of this state, and 
among other things he said that tlie Vaults 
would not light. "Why," said be, "we can whip 
them with pop guns!" Alter the war was over 
some one twitted him witli It when he was milk- 
ing a spcecli and asked him if he did not on a 
certain occasion say the Yanks would not light 
andthat they could whip them with popguns. 
He admitted he had said so, but, said he, they 
would not light us with popguns. Yesterday at 
the time I am writing this I was sweltering un- 
der intense heat witli as little clothing on me 
as a decent respect for tho mixed crowd ol men 
and women would permit. Now I have to put 
on a 
thick coat to be comfortable, at this 


writiiiij, four o'clock p. m. After dinner we 
took a walk IH-st to the lake which is not over a 
quarter of a mile from the hotel. His a beauti- 
ful sight as you stand on the bluff, say no feet 
above the lake and look out upon the expanse 
of blue water at a time when they were not dis- 
turbed by old Boreas. The surface was almost 
as smooth as a line polished mirror. We met 
Mrs. l*owers aud was at her cottage where we 
uiet Mis. (Jeo. Durfee, They are nicely located 
and are enjoying themselves hugely. 1 have 
also met some old friends, among them Deacon 
J. li. Aobbs and Deacon Brass, Mrs. N'oah

Held. The Hotel Irving is ,i, large ami commo- 
dious wooden strnctme, built with reference to 
comfort. Tlie rooms are large, neat and well 
ventilated, with every convenience necessary to 
make one feel comfortable and contented. Our 
first moul was dinner to-day. The dining hall 
is plain, neat and uniting; no ornamentation. 
It will seat several hundred. The waiters are 
all colored, and I can trnlhtnlly say as line a lot 
of colored people as 1 ever sa\v ures-lded over by 
one who is not a full blooded Airiean, win1 
presses >ou as a man to command. He directs 
his force without any ostentation, a rare tiling 
for one of his color. There is a notable feature 
among »!io people who are congregated here, es-
